Funds for the War. 

Washington.—The Secretary of War 
has sent to Congress a request for ap¬ 
propriations amounting to $68,879,359. 
These appropriations will be used for 
the equipment and maintenance until 
January 1, 1899, of the 76,000 volun¬ 
teers recently called for by the Presi¬ 
dent. The several items arc as follows: 

Pay for the volunteers, $14,099,881; 
subsistence of the Army, $6,147,477; 
regular supplies of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, $3,600,000; horses for 
cavalry and artillery, $1,000,000; bar¬ 
racks and quarters, $1,600,000 Army 
transportatiou, $14,000,000 clothing 
for the Army, $13,000,000 contingen¬ 
cies of the Army, $60,000 equipment 
of engineer troops, $36,000 signal serv¬ 
ice of the Army, $87,000 civilian as¬ 
sistants to engineer officers, $30,000. 


Christian Workers Aetlvo. 

Washington.—Ex-Governor Beaver of 
Pennsylvania, Colonel J. J. McCook 
and ex-Secretary John W. Poster had 
a long talk with the President about 
permitting Young Men’s Christian As¬ 
sociation workers to establish head¬ 
quarters with the army camps when 
they are moved to Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. The tents of the 
organisation bare been established at 
state and national camps up to this 
time and much has been done to furn¬ 
ish entertainment for the soldiers. 
The Young Men’s Christian Associa¬ 
tion desires to keep up this work 
wherever the Army goes.

Paris.—The French papers are as 
nervous as they can be over American- 
English approachment. They are vir¬ 
tually crying, “What’s the matter with 
ns?” Of course none of them believes 
the report that an alliance is being 
considered. That is, they say none of 
them do, but they devote such an 
amount of space to proving that there 
cannot bo anything in it, that it is 
plain to be seen they fear there is. 
They prote.^i too iniioh; they also quote 
with glee the Times’ denial of the re¬ 
port. They are all careful to declare 
that they not only published the Daily 
Telegraph’s dispatch “with all re¬ 
serve,’’ but they publishwl the denial 
of the Times without any reserve. 

The funniest side of the affair is that 
England gets all the blows. It is a case 
of “Oh, you dear friends, Americans,’’ j 
have b€«n beguiled by the wicked- Eng¬ 
lish, and with One accord the press and 
public fall upon Albion. 

No one dares utter a word against 
Americans now, bnt they make up for 
it on England. 'Ihey also try to show 
that England has nothing to gain from 
an alliance with America. 

“Who can make us believe,’’says 
the Gaulois, “that President McKin¬ 
ley has tric'd to dazzle Lord Salisbury 
with the perspective of an alliance in 
which England would take all the risks 
in exchange for problematical support j 
in the East and Far East, where Brit¬ 
ish interests are not threatened.’’ 

This change of base is delightful. 
Only a few weeks ago these same papers 
were telling England that her time had 
come, Gie first indication of it being 
ebeoks she had already received in the 
Chinese question. 

London.—The London Daily Chroni¬ 
cle thinks the general war situation is 
grave and says the rumors of a secret 
a rr a i Uj W U Gtrt lJLit w uM i> i aR wmi Bpa ia 
continue with singular persistence and 
the reports of French designs upon the 
Canary Islands and Ceuta are gaining 
strength. Continuing, the Chronicle 
says: 

“In commercial circles it is pc'rfect- 
ly well understood that Great Britain 
.will regard Franco taking the Canaries 
or Ceuta as an unfriendly act, and also 
that if France helps Spain public 
opinion hero will demand that we 
assist America.’’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette devotes much 
space to the Anglo-American relations, 
and while disavowing its belief that 
any treaty of alliance exists, says: 

“There will be something better— 
the recognition of our unities and tlie 
rapidly consolidating seiiso of common 
interests and brother lines. Hence¬ 
forth Great Britain and America will 
approach these things in the right 
spirit. Anglo-American solidarity will 
become something more anil more to 
be reckoned with.’’ 


A PROTEST FROM MADRID. 


Urgaa Oflioen and Maa to Obaorve the 
I.Bwa and Ragnlatlona. 

Washington.—.\n order by Major- 
General Miles, commanding the Army, 
urging upon officers and privates that 
the faithful observance of the laws and 
regulations of the military branch is 
essential to the honor and efficiency of 
the Army, has been made public. It 
bears date of Memorial day. May 30th. 
The order is as follows: 

“After a prolonged period of peace 
our Army is once more called uixin to 
engage in war in the cause of •justice 
and humanity. To bring the military 
forces to the highest state of efficiency 
and most speedily accomplish what is 
expeoteil ^ould be the earnest effort 
and call forth the best energies of all 
its members of whatsoever station. 
The laws and regulations which govern 
military bodies in civilized countries 
have been developed to their present 
perfection through the experience of 
liuiidretls of year.s, and the faithful 
observance of those laws and regula¬ 
tions is essential to the honor and effi¬ 
ciency of the army. 

“All authority should be exercised 
with firmness, equity and decorum on 
the part of supi-riors, and should be re¬ 
spected by implicit obeilience and 
loyal supixirt from snbonlinates. Every 
officer of whatever grade will so far as 
may bo in his power guard and pre¬ 
serve the health and welfare of those 
under his charge. He must labor dili¬ 
gently and zealously to perfect himself 
and his subonlinates in military drill, 
instruction and discipline, and, above 
all, he must constantly endeavor by 
precept and example to maintain the 
highest character, to foster and stimu¬ 
late that true soldierly spirit and pa¬ 
triotic devotion to duty which must 
characterize an effective army.

Washington.—The Spanish Govern¬ 
ment has made a protest to the Kritisb 
authorities against the shipping of 
Canadian coal from British North 
America to San Francisco for the relief 
of Admiral Dewey’s fleet at Manila, 
and also against the shipping of coal 
from Nova Scotia to Atlantic ports for 
use by United States war ships operat¬ 
ing in the West Indies. It is under¬ 
stood, however, that Spain’s protest 
has not proved of any avail. The sub¬ 
ject was referretl to the Canadian au¬ 
thorities, who, on investigation, learned 
that the coal shipments both from 
British North America and from Nova 
Scotia were in the ordinary course of 
commercial transactions. They were 
made by private parties in Canada to 
private parties in the United States. 
Whether the coal subsequently pass^ 
intb the hands of the United States for 
use by the American Navy was held 
to be outside of the province of the 
British and Canadian authorities.

New York.—A special to the Tribune 
from Washington says: An even dozen 
is the prepondering figure in the ^de¬ 
signs just practically completed by 
Chief Constructor Hiehborn for the 
four ooast.Klefen8e vessels authorize!! 
in 4he latest naval appropriation bill. 
These vessels are to be the most formid¬ 
able ever constructed for their particu¬ 
lar purposes, and will include many 
novelties in modem naval architecture. 
Under the provisions of the bill, their 
cost, excluding armament, is limited 
to $1,360,000 each. They will have 
twelve knots seed, twelve feet draught, 
twelve-inch barbettes, twelve-inch 
Hiehborn inclined turrets, twelve-inch 
gnns, twelve-inch armor, and each of 
their twin serwes will be driven by 
1300 horse-power engines. Their dis¬ 
placement will-be just twice 1300 tons. 
The turrets will be tlie first constructed 
with inclined surfaces. The hulls will 
have three feet free board, covered with 
armor, and the engines will be more 
thoroughly protected than those of any 
battle-ship afloat. 

The chief objection to existing moni¬ 
tors—the lack of berthing capacity for 
the men—will be obviated on these 
vessels by a superstructure, on deck. 
It is expected that these vessels will be 
begun in a few weeks and completed 
in twelve months.

The cartridge con¬

How Commandera Commanicate by 
Wire from Ship to 8hip. 

Telephones may supersede the old 
system of dag signals as a means of 
coramunicatlou between ships at sea. 
Successful experimemts have been 
made by Commander R. G. O. Tupi>er 
of the British navy which seem to 
prove that the s.vfrtem is adapted for 
the purpose. Commander Tupper used 
a kite in his experiments, and this 
seems to be the only feasible mt'ans. 
The klteiKsed was an ordinary one that 
differed but slightly from those used by 
Ameriean boys in the spring and fall, 
except that It had no tail.

Al¬ 
falfa h.ay from New .Mexico, Arizona 
and tlie wet belts of California is also 
brought in by the trainload. Barley, 
wheat and oat hay from the same sec¬ 
tions, and from Oregon, is also being 
sold here, hut the prices for any kind 
range from :flS to 125 jH'r ton. 

“Rolled barley is also well up in 
price, and many horsemen are substi¬ 
tuting Kansas corn, which is fed by 
some mixtd, in meal form, with bran. 
This is said to Ih) a very giRnl Work 
diet, will go no higher as the railroads 
have and can Ih‘ liail clieaiH>r than bar¬ 
ley. 

“It is probable that hay and feed 
given low freight rates and shipments 
can be made very reasonably. As most 
of tho old horses have been sold off 
and kilhsl for soap grease and fertilizer 
and several hundroil more sent aw’ay to 
pasture for the year, the demaiul for 
fewl will he much less than usual; aud 
as the new crop of this county will l>e 
in the neighborluMKl of 2000 tons o j 
hay, there will be, with tho importations ‘ 
constantly being made, snftiiceiit fishier ■ 
to keep the Santa Barbara horses alive ; 
until another spason.*’’

New York.—The Navy Department 
will make an exhaustive test at the In¬ 
dian Head proving grounds of an au¬ 
tomatic one-pounder rifle, said to be 
capable of firing 180 shots a minute, 
says the Washington correspondent of 
the Tribune. The tremendous advan¬ 
tage to be gained by such a weapon 
may be appreciated when it is said that 
the best guns now in the naval service 
capable of t browing one-pound projec¬ 
tiles are operated with well-drilled 
crews at a speed never exceeding fifteen 
to twenty shots a minute, aud at tliat 
rate for a very brief preiod. The 
terrific effect on light armor of such a 
gun can hardly be over estimated, es¬ 
pecially in action against torpedo-boats, 
which would lie rendered altogether 
useless in the daytime, and perhaps at 
night if a vigilant watch was main¬ 
tained against their close approach.

Paado Will Have to Flsht the Yankee 
Soldier* Without Aid. 

Washington.—The situation as to 
Santiago province was explained by 
an official well acquainted with the 
conditions there. Ho pointed out that 
it is the most eastern section of Cuba 
and the one completely sejiarated from 
General Blanco, so far as railroad con¬ 
nections areconcernetl. For that reason 
it will be impossible for Blanco to 
hurry re-enforcements to Santiago and 
the Spanish forces already there, prob¬ 
ably 16,000, constitute all that it is 
possible to assemble for its defense. 
These forces arc under General Pando, 
with headquarters at Ilolgun, about 
100 miles northwest of Santiago de 
Cuba. Pando has a force of about fiOOO | 
troops and is strongly intrenched. A 
short railway connects him with the 
port of Gibara, on the north coast, 
where there are about 1000 Spanish 
troops. But while Pando is strong at 
Holgun, he is harassed by the presence 
of small Cuban hands. Besides Hol¬ 
gun and Gibara, General Pando has 
garrisons of from 1000 to 3000 men at 
several other places. 

The Cuban commander. General 
Garcia, has had his headquarters at 
Bayanio seventy miles east of Santiago. 
The rejiorts brought by General Collazo 
and Lieutenant Rowan indicate that 
Garcia has about 3000 men under his 
immediate command and about 6000 
seattereil in hands around Holgun. It 
is said to be impossible for General 
Pando to move his forces from Holgun 
down to Santiago de .Cuba, as Garcia’s 
bands, as well as his main body of 
troops, are in the way.

Commodore Winfield Scott Schley, 
oommandiag tho United States fly¬ 
ing squadron, was bom in 1840 on 
his father’s fann, a tract of land com 
prising 300 acn:s. situated along tho 
Enuuitsborg turnpike road, three miles 
north of Frederick City, Md. His father 
was John T. Schley, a brother of (Jolo- 
nel Edward Schley, whoso descendants 
are today among the mtxit proniincut 
and best known people of Frederick. 
There were seven in the family of 
which John T. Schley was a member, 
all of whom inherited largo farms, and_ 
■everal of them fought with distinction' 
in the Mexican war. Thomas Schley, 
the Maryland founder of the family, 
was an Alsatian by descent and began 
life in the town of Frederick away back 
in the last century. 

Commodore Schley’s father married a 
Miss Virginia McClure, a beautiful wo¬ 
man of Baltimora She died a few years 
■ubsequeutly, and h<ir ba.sband diixl 
some years ago in Baltimore. When the 
commodore was not more than a few 
days old, the Mexican war hero, Oon- 
eral Winfield Scott, was a guest of hi.s 
father at Richfield (tho name of tho 
farm). Tho friemUhip botwem the men 
was so gnait that .sixju afterward the 
yonngster was named Winfield Scott 
Schley in honor of the old warrior. 

As a boy he was full of fun, mischie¬ 
vous and voiitaresome. He was fond of

Though Uio flet't commanded by Com¬ 
modore Schley is numerically much 
weakiir than tliat of Admiral Sampson, 
it contJiins nevertheless- stTino of tho 
lilie.st and most fonuidablo yesseks in 
tho nat'y. It comprises two battleships, 
tho Texas and tho Miussachusett-s, luid 
four armored emisers, the Briwklyn, 
the Columbia, tlio Minneapolis and the 
New Orlwuis. 

The biittleship Texas, Captain John 
W. Philip, is ono of the bt'st vessels of 
her cla-ss. She ean steam 17 knots an 
hour, has a displacement of 6,315 tons, 
develops 9,000 horsoixjw-er and cost $2,- 


resourct'fnl and daring, quick to decide | 
in an emergency luid confident in him¬ 
self. It would always bo his instinct in 
battle to take tho offensive, to strike 
the first blow. It is said that when lie 
was appointed to tho command of tho 
flying squadron ho went to the prosidout j 
and Ixigged permission to go to meet tho 
Spsuiish flotilla of toriiedo boats and 
torpedo boat destroyers which had start¬ 
ed across the ocean. 

Ho urged that tho approaching arma¬ 
da could not be regarded otherwise than 
as a serious nieiiaea Spain in sending 
it was to all intents and purposes com¬ 
mitting an act of war. At tho very least 
it ought to bo stopped and made to go 
back. If itwould not comply with this 
command, then it should be attacked.

Miss Nannie Franklin of Anuapoli.s, an 
attractive young woman of good old 
Maryland stock.

Tlio only daughter, 
Virginia, man-ied, in 1890, Ralph Gran¬ 
ville Montague .-itewart Wortley, a 
nephew of the Earl of Wbamcliffa If 
he cartd to stay iu England, Wortley 
would bo no end of a swell. Like young 
Paget, W. C. Whitney’s son-in-law, ho 
prefers to stay in this country. Ho is a 
hustling American railroad man and 
financier, with headquarters iu New 
York, and doesn’t use all bis names. 

Behlar a* a Joker. 

Several anecdotes are told of Commo¬ 
dore Schley during his younger years 
which convey a good idea of his sportive, 
jovial character and his keen enjoyment 
of a joke. He was on the Niagara in 
1860, when it conveyed the members of 
the Japanese embassy to their home. 
The vessel, on her way around (Jood 
Hope, stopped on tho coast of Afriai, 
where the Japanese laid in a stock of 
monkeySb Old Captain McKean and the 
officers did not object, for it was jniblio 
policy then to gratify every wish of tho 
Japanese It was only Midshipman 
Schley and his deck scrubbers who ob¬ 
jected. The monkeys were allowed to 
roam about the ship as they pleased. 
There were all kinds of monkeys, big 
and little. Several huge ringtails would 
almost live in tho rigging, making fly¬ 
ing leaps from footropo to backstay, al¬ 
ways catching firmly by their tails. Tho 
monkeys were not pleasant creature.s 
about the decks and were a subject of 
espocial aversion to Midshipman S 9 hley.

In 1803 Captain Higginsou, while in 
command of tho cruiser Atlanta, was 
relieved of hi.s command and ordi-red 
homo because of his failure to exorcise 
proper disixiteh in getting his ship to 
sea for Nicaragua to proti*ct American 
interests there. 

Tho protected armored cruiser Brook¬ 
lyn, Captaiu Francis A. Cook, is tho 
most magnifleent cruLsor iu tho navy. 
She marked almost as great im advance 
on tho New York as tlio New York did 
on the armored cniisers of foreign navies 
that hail preceded her. She is larger, 
more powerfully armed, earries a larger 
coal supply and hiis more cupaeious ac¬ 
commodations for her crew.

Tho largest guns of tlie Now Crleani 
are 25 feet long, which is nearly five 
feet longer than similar guns of Ameri¬ 
can niakc, anil they add largely to the 
peculiiu-ity of her appeiu-anca There axe 
six of tliese, and tlie caliber of their 
bores is six inches.

Near the Foot of His Clam. 

In those good old times the Schleys 
o-wned farms of several hundred acres or 
more and the principal event of the sea- | 
son was harvest time. It was no un¬ 
usual thing for Colonel Edward Schley 
to lay in an extra $upply of eatables tho 
week before harvest, for well he knew 
that those who gathered his golden 
griun would need it all before the 
“wind blew over the stubbles.” Har¬ 
vest time in those days brought out a 
force of willing helpers—willing be- 
canse tho boys used to make 60 cents a 
day while the slaves, men and women, 
of course, were made to work without 
compensation. In 1852 among those who 
gathered sheaves iu Colonel Schley’s 
harvest field at the rate of 50 cents a 
day was Winfield Scott Schley. He 
worked eight days, made $4 and the re¬ 
ceipt for his payment is now in the 
possession of Mrs. Laura Schley Chap- 
Jine, his first cousin, who with her fam¬ 
ily resides in Frederick. 

Commodore Schley did not distinguish

The Texas has been rather unfortunate 
in her history, so much so indeed that 
the sailors, inclined to be supersti¬ 
tious as they are, believe that she is 
hoodooed. They entertained tho same be¬ 
lief about the Maine, which had met 
with a series of accidents before the 
final catastrophe in Havana harbor. 
About two mouths ago tho Texas was 
placed in the drydock in Brooklyn for 
repairs in consequence of slight injuries 
she sustained by r unn ing ashore. While 
in the drydock one of tho caissoms gave 
way with tho result that the sides of the 
Texas were tom and her.superstmcture 
partially damaged. Tho full extent of 
tho injnry it is impossible to ascertain, 
but after undergoing repairs she is said 
by tho naval authorities to be as sound 
as ever. 

Captaiu Philip was born in New 
York Ang. 26, 1840, and was appoint¬ 
ed to the Naval academy from that 
state iu 1856. He graduated in 1860, 
was attached to the sloop Marion iu 
1861 and was commissioned as lieuteu-

He was promoted to ensign in 1863, 
master in 1866 and commissioned os 
lieutenant commander in 1868.
